IN WANCHAI 


“The new church building for the 
Chinese ‘Methodists of Hongkong 
which ,was opened last Saturday .by 
“Mrs, Dewstoc, wifo of the Rov. Edger: 
{s ritunted on a triangular. 
site, -bounted by Hennessy | Road, 
Johnston Rond_and Fenwick Street 
on tho Praya Enst reclamation. ©* ~ 


The main enttances are at the base 
of the trinngle on Fenwick Strect, 
and open on to, spacious vestibule 
from which four staircases fead up 
to the Church on the first floor and 
to the gallery over that. Oponing off” 
the vestibule on the ground floor is 
hall with stage fo be used for meot- 
ings, entertainments,: and --so - forth. 
At the back of tho stage Js a staircaso 
leading to seven storeys of vestrics, 
elnas rooms, etc., situated at the apex 
of the triangle; and these stairs also 
give access to: the Chancel of the 
Church, a. large committee toon over 
the Chancel, and Chinese Ministers’ 
quarters over the coniinittce room, and 
continue up to the three-storey 
pagoda, or bell tower, over the stairs. 


The site being surrounded by streots 
along which much trafic runs, in- 
cluding trams on one side, the main 
problem jn the design wan to overcome 
the nuise of traffic. For this rearon 
the church-is placed on tho first floor, 
and the walls.are of solid brick con- 
struction with very narrow windows 
supplied with double sashes near the 
floor, while Jarge windows providing 
tho main lighting are placed near the 
ceiling. All the’ windows in tho 
church are glazed with Pilkington

The church has seating accommoda- 
tion for about 650 on the main floor 
nnd rbout-250 tn the gallery.

Apparently when an Eliot Hall 
player served his partner took up a 
position in. the same service court 
and directly in front of the server. 
The result was the receiver could not 
sce the shuttle until it had passed the 


net. The point:—lHad server's part- 
ner the right to stand where he did? 


“Rule 10 (c) explaining what con- 
stitutes a fault in service rends:— 


If the server's fect are not in the half 
court from which service ts at the tlme 
being In order, or If the feet of the player 
taking the service are not in the ‘half court 
Into which the werrice fe at the time’ of 
being In order (vide Iaw 15) until the 
service ls delivered (It fs a fault). 


Then, pnder the heading of Knotty 
Points”, this is further elucidated by 


Law 10 (c) applies only to the server 
and to the player taking the service. The 


Teepective partners may take up any poel- 
thon ‘provided they do not unsight or others 
wise obstruct their opponents, 


‘This makes it perfectly clear that 
in the case in question the server's 
partner had no right’ to stand ‘where 
he did as he was obstructing the view 
of his opponents. This does not mean, 
however, that a server's partner can- 
not stand in the server’s half of the 
court. He may do so providing he 
does not unsight or obstruct the 
opposition. . .

| There was some excellent cricket played on Satur- 
doy last, and the weather was ideal.

However that may be, it was a very 
reasonable wicket, if dificult at times, 
and for my part I consider such os 
n much better test of batting than 
those rocks when the ball is continual- 
ly flying past the batsman's head.

Born .on.a farm near Hunter, 
Greeno County, New York, April.20, 
1668, Hylon had no_ advantage of 
childhood education. Just like tho 
‘movie farm boys, there was a 
mortgage on the house and he had to 
work early 'In life to help pay It off. 
His father, Thonins H. Hylan, and 
his -mother dled shortly before he 
came to New-York, and left the entire 
burden upon him. 


When he Ieft the farm, Hylan first 
obtained a job carrying water for a 
railroad section gang until he saved 
enovdgh money to pay his roilrond fare 
to New York.

When he arrived fn. the shetropolis 7 


the first position he could fing was a 
trachiuyer, Then ho put in his ap- 
Ifcattor to be a railrosd arenuwn ant 
n short time later took up the work. 
During these days of his early man- 
hood Hylan put in thirteen hours a 
day at work seven days a week, but 
he realized that an education was 
necessary to further advancement. 
So he arranged to go to’ law achool 
and still hold his position. 


Into Politics 


In 1807 he graduated in Iaw and. 
hung out his shingle in the twisting 
strects of Brooklyn, But the’ practice 
of law. did not prove lucrative and he 
looked ‘around for something “atendy” 
to do. In his work in the courts he 
came in contact with many politicians 
of Brooklyn and he was elected muni- 
cipal judge in 1906 and from 1900 to 
1914 sorved ns an city magistrate. 
Later he became judge of the Kings 
county court in Brooklyn. 


William Randolph ‘Hearst, the pub- 
Hsher, and Charles F. Murphy, chief 
of Tammany hall, were looking for a 
candidate. for Mayor in 1921. The 
search was so unsuccessful 
Hearst armounced he himself would 
run, Seizing the opportunity,’ Judge 
Hylan ‘announced his candidacy and 
engincered a conlition betweon Hearst 
and Murphy. Hearst withdrew from 
the race, pledging his support 
Hylan, who was: elected. 


As Mayor of New York Hylan 
became the “champion of the people.” 
His grentest accomplishment was in 
keeping five cent fare for the sub- 
ways during the War time and post 
War periods when most of the other 
cities were suffering from higher 
atreet car rates. Hylan conducted ao 
virorous ond successful fight against 
“the interests” and on his five cent 
fare platform he was re-elected, des- 
‘pite ‘the’ f{nct” that practically — every: 
New York’. newspaper opposed his 
candidacy. energetically. ‘Only the 
Hearst papers supported him, but he 
received n tremendous majority. 


Late in 1923' he was stricken with 
pneumonia and forecd to retire from 
netive office for several months. He 
Iny at the point of death at Saratoga 
Springs for weeks ‘before hia great 
courage and indomitable will pulled 
him through. He: wns forced to walk 
with a cane for a time but after a 
brief: vacation at Atlantic City re- 
turned to office and again took up his 
duties. * 


The ninety-cighth Mayor. of New 
York, he held that office for two 
terms, from 3 . 
‘succeetied | by ‘Jimmy’ 
1926. 

Hylan was a- Democrat and a 
Catholic. He married Miss Marion 
O’Hara and lived in Brooklyn.

Hauptmann Talks’: 


Dead Man’s Word 
Mig ht Save Him 


Once again, 18 ghost of Isador Fisch, dead German 
furrier, haunts, Bruno Richard Hauptmann, on Friday 
sentenced to die for the murder of the Lindbergh baby. 


Hauptmann has one chance of 
life—the New . Jersey Governor's 
prerogative of -pardon, 

The. New York Evening Peat, 
quoted by Renter, prints a sensa- 
tional story “from. sources 80 
authoritative that they cannot be 
ignored,” that Hauptmann has con- 
fessed that he only. entered the 
picture after the kidnapping. 

But it needa the evidence of the 
dead Fisch to save him. 
According to the alleged confer-

A few days ufter the kidnapping 
Fisch hinted to Hauptmann that he 
knew something about the crime.
